Star-News, Independent Sold 


The sale and merger of the Pasadena Star-News and the 
Pasadena Independent will go into effect with the issues of 
March 26, The News learned today. 

The new owner will be Ritter Publications Inc., and the 
publisher of the merged publications will be Bernard Ritter, 
of the corporation. 

Equipment from the Independent plant will be moved 
into the Star-News plant beginning immediately after the 
early Sunday morning editions leave the presses. 

Lee M. Merriman will remain as editor of the Star-News 
and F. G. Runyon will stay as editor of the Independent. 

The sale will be consummated tomorrow, according to a 
reliable informant, and an official announcement is expected 
Sunday. 

Present owner of the Star-News is tne Pasadena Star- 
News Publishing Co., of which W. F. Prisk is chairman of 
the board and publisher, and Neva Prisk Paddock is president 
and associate publisher. 

The Independent is owned by Emir Bates. 

Tresent plans call for the continuance of the morning 
and evening papers as in the past. 

Included in the deal was the sale of the Star-News job¬ 
printing department to Pasadena Independent Typecrafts, an 
independent concern also owned by Mr. Bates. 

Ritter Publications before the sale owned some 12 news¬ 
papers across the country, of which the largest is the New 
York Journal of Commerce. West Coast newspapers owned by 
Ritter include the San Jose Mercury-News and the Long 
Beach Press-Telegram.

be purchased and what works 
of literature should be dis¬ 
carded? 

Miss Lulu M. More, head li¬ 
brarian, replied that she con¬ 
tinually consults lists supplied 
by the American Library Asso¬ 
ciation and by other profes¬ 
sional library groups to guide 
her in buying books. 

“Something of Value” was 
not purchased, she explained, 
primarily because of the un¬ 
favorable reviews it received 
from most of the leading book 
critics. 

Robert D. Dodge, a member 
of the Library Board, said the 
books in our library compared 
favorably with the volumes 
recommended for a college li¬ 
brary by the University of Cali¬ 
fornia. 

In answer to Dr. Jacob’s 
third question, Miss Martha 
Pritchard, Library Board sec¬ 
retary, said that five volumes 
which a pressure group here 
objected to as being “subver¬ 
sive” are still on the library 
shelves and “will stay there.” 

She added that the Library 
Board lives by the Bill of 
Rights of the American Library 
Association and buys books 
that discuss both sides of con¬ 
troversial questions. 


“Every time an additional 
cent goes to the Library,” Mr. 
Bevington said, "another pen¬ 
ny is diverted from someplace 
else. Everybody wants more 
money.” 

Mr. Bevington also discussed 
the one per cent sales tax in¬ 
crease which goes into effect 
April 1. He reiterated past 
statements that the increase 
will bring about $40,000 a year 
and that the money will be 
spent on capital improvements. 

The Friends and members 
of the Library Board agreed 
that the Library should have 
more reference books for young 
students. 

Some searching questions 
were raised by Dr. Nathan Ja¬ 
cobs, a member of the Friends 
of the Library. Among other 
things, Dr. Jacobs asked: 

1. Are outside surveys made 
by library authorities to deter¬ 
mine what books are needed 
here? 

2. Who determines what 
books are to be purchased? 
Why didn't the Library buy 
“Something of Value,” a 
lengthy report on Africa by 
Robert Ruark which was on the 
best-seller list? 

3. Are small pressure groups 
dictating what books should 


An appeal for more funds to 
run the Public Library here 
was made Monday night by 
Webster Vannier, president of 
the Library Board. 

Mr. Vannier, who discussed 
the budget at a meeting of the 
Friends of the Library, said 
that other cities near Sierra 
Madre appropriate a larger 
part of their budgets to run 
their libraries than is the case 
here. 

“The only way to influence 
the City Council, “said Mr. 
Vannier, "is through votes. So 
it’s possible that we (Friends 
of the Library) should form a 
pressure group in order to get 
more money for our library.” 

For the 1955-56 fiscal year, 
the City Council appropriated 
$18,696 to the Library. Of that 
amount, $3,000 was spent to 
buy books. 

Mr. Vannier said he would 
like to see enough more money 
appropriated in the new bud¬ 
get to permit the library to 
spend 20 per cent of it to buy 
books, periodicals and other 
reading material. 

Earlier, City Administrator 
Lawrence C. Bevington said 
the citv attempts to allocate 
its budget in a way that is 
most useful to the taxpayers.

Not long ago a tousle-haired 
little boy clung in desperation 
to the side of a mountain, 
screaming in terror at the aw¬ 
ful realization that his life al¬ 
most certainly would end in 
pain and panic. 

The boy’s screams were heard 
and, before despair loosed his 
hold, willing hands lifted him 
to safety. 

He owes his life, as do many 
others, to a small group of 
men who for many years have 
trekked into the canyons—often 
at considerable cost and dan¬ 
ger to themselves—to save hu¬ 
man beings in trouble. 

These men have made the 
gift of life—at their own ex¬ 
pense. 

They have received no pay. 
and have themselves furnished 
their life-saving equipment. 

But the scene described above 
has been enacted too frequent¬ 
ly in recent years. Equipment 
is wearing out and new items 
are needed to cope with the 


snowballing rate of mountain 
accidents. 

It’s time for a grateful citi¬ 
zenry to pay its bill. 

So far, the drive to furnish 
equipment for the Sierra Madre 
Search and Rescue Crew has 
brought in about $257. 

The rescue group estimates 
its minimum needs—to replace 
worn - out equipment and to 
purchase vitally • needed new 
items—at $952. 

The entire cost of outfitting 
the group is about $2,000—but 
the men themselves are fur¬ 
nishing the other 50 per cent. 

So there it is: $257 collected, 
$695 to go. Not a score to shout 
about, to date. Why not im¬ 
prove it?

YOUR 

HEALTH

The discovery that a person 
has a heart disease is not nec¬ 
essarily a sign that the indi¬ 
vidual need be shelved or live 
the remainder of his days as a 
semi-invalid. Such pessimism 
is unwarranted, and is largely 
due to a common lack of un¬ 
derstanding about the ability 
of heart patients to return to 
their normal jobs. 

The labor force of the nation 
would be at a far lower figure 
than it is today if it were cus¬ 
tomary for disability to follow 
a heart attack. Out of an esti¬ 
mated 10 million Americans 
with heart conditions of one 
kind or another, the great ma¬ 
jority live productive and use¬ 
ful lives. In Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty alone there are an esti¬ 
mated 167,000 individuals with 
heart disease who are, never¬ 
theless, gainfully employed. 

There is nothing startling in 
the fact that most people with 
heart conditions go back to 
work. It is a matter of medical 
record that complete recovery 
is achieved by 40 out of every 
100 persons who suffer heart 
attacks, and another 25 per 
cent make good enough recov¬ 
eries to lead useful if slightly 
restricted lives. What is more, 
the great preponderance of in¬ 
dividuals who recover from a 
heart attack safely return to 
their former jobs. 

One study made by the U.S. 
Department of Labor shows 
that there is very little differ¬ 
ence between cardiacs and 
non-cardiacs in w’ork output, 
absenteeism, or accident rate. 
So most people who have suf¬ 
fered from a heart attack can 
be expected to do their work 
in the same manner as before 
their illness. 

In general, there is evidence ‘ 
that work activity following re¬ 
covery from a heart attack 
does not lead to the progress 
of the disease or deterioration 
o fthe physical condition of the 
heart. The basis for this belief 
is backed by the experience of 
the Work Classification Unit, 
founded in 1941 at Bellevue 
Hospital of New York City, 
which has studied the case 
histories of 580 persons with 
heart disease. One-half of the 
patients studied had a heart 
condition for five years and 
about one-third had it for more 
than 10 years. The great ma¬ 
jority had worked at their us¬ 
ual jobs since their heart ail¬ 
ment was discovered. 

Even when working as usual, 
there was no important heart 
change in 50 per cent of the 
patients, and there was an ac¬ 
tual improvement in 19 per 
cent. Of the remainder, it must 
be noted that any group of 
people studied for a number of 
years will be decimated by 
death, and frequently it is not 
the chronic heart disorder that 
kills them. 

Many authorities contend 
that reasonable and consistent 
physical exercise helps in the 
prevention of some forms of 
heart disease, but it must be 
mentioned that the extent of 
physical activity must be con¬ 
ditioned by the judgment of a 
physician. He alone can decide 
whether a patient’s job is too 
strenuous for the heart condi¬ 
tion or the damage that may 
have been suffered.

March 26 Set 
For Seder at 
Center Here 

A community Seder will 
launch the Passover Festival at 
the Foothill Jewish Community 
Center on March 26 for mem¬ 
bers of the Temple. 

The Passover Festival this 
year begins at sunset on March 
26 and ends April 3. 

Historically, Passover com¬ 
memorates the anniversary of 
the liberation of the Israelites 
from Egyptian bondage. It is 
the birthday of the Jewish Na¬ 
tion. It is the Festival of Free¬ 
dom. 

Passover begins with a “Se¬ 
der” or “Order of the Service,” 
which is conducted at this feast 
on the first and second nights. 
As this is a home celebration 
it is a great occasion for fam¬ 
ily reunions. 

It is during this time and 
for the whole week that Mat- 
zos, which is unleavened bread, 
is eaten. It is the “Bread of 
Affliction," the “Broad of Pov¬ 
erty,” made hurriedly because 
the Israelites had to depart in 
haste and to keep traveling. 

During this seder, on both 
nights, the “Haggadah” or “The 
Story” book is used. It con¬ 
tains the order of the service 
and is a compilation of extracts 
from the Bible, the Talmud, the 
Psalms, the prayer book and 
special prayers and songs for 
this time. 

Altogether, it forms a com¬ 
prehensive account of the stay 
of the Israelites in Egypt, and 
their final departure. The pre¬ 
dominant feature of the cele¬ 
bration is our faith and con¬ 
fidence in the God of our fore¬ 
fathers, who delivered the Is¬ 
raelites from Egypt. That faith 
has preserved our spiritual 
freedom through the ages.

Planters Bring Full Flavor 
To California Outdoor Living

Whether on not the term, “outdoor living,” was coined in 
California is a matter of debate (Floridans say otherwise) but 
certainly Californians enjoy a maximum of outdoor living and 
thus may extend their gardening area to include planter boxes 
containing a great variety of shrubs and flowers. 

While they eat, sleep, read 
and loaf outside in patios and 
terarces, Californians have a 
great opportunity to enjoy 
plants close-at-hand. Plants 
grown in containers can be 
moved about on a patio and 
become as familiar a part of 
the outdoor living room as the 
furniture is of the indoor liv¬ 
ing room, the California Asso¬ 
ciation of Nurserymen says. 

Probably one of the brightest 
and cheeriest plants is the Bou¬ 
gainvillea, and as such it it 
wonderful grown in high 
planter boxes so that the vine 
can spill over the side attrac¬ 
tively. 

A sun-lover, the Bougainvil¬ 
lea blooms in gorgeous shades 
of red, pink, purple and scarlet. 

It should be planted in a frost- 
free area. 

Planter boxes are attractive 
containers for an outdoor scene 
and in such containers the fa¬ 
miliar and friendly Morning 
Glory in bush form (Convolvu¬ 
lus cneorum) makes a lovely 
planting. Its foliage is silvery- 
gray and the flowers white or 
pinkish. Plant it in the sun, 
also. 

Another low, training shrub 
outstanding when grown in a 
container is the Lotus. Bloom¬ 
ing in scarlet, crimson or yel¬ 
low flowers, it has a lovely 
contrasting foliage of silver. 

Plant the Lotus in sun or par¬ 
tial shade. 

These plants are but a few of 
the many which do well in 
containers. Ask your nursery¬ 
man for further suggestions for 
container subjects to decorate 
your outdoor living room.

The House has passed the 
Upper Colorado River Storage 
Bill, possibly the greatest so¬ 
cialistic give-away ever foisted 
upon the American taxpayer. 

It passed by 256 to 136 over 
the impassioned pleas of the 
entire Southern California dele¬ 
gation. We united behind Rep. 
Craig Hosmer of Long Beach, 
a member of the Interior and 
Insular Affairs Committee who 
successfully stalled the project 
last year. 

We fought it to the wire. We 
couldn’t beat it, but we left 
many a scar. It will be years, 
I hope, before the House lead¬ 
ers decide to challenge us 
again. 

The bill provides for a $756 
million water and power devel¬ 
opment in Colorado, New Mex¬ 
ico, Utah and Arizona. That 
sounds acceptable on the sur¬ 
face. But the experts say the 
eventual cost will be more 
than $4 billion, resulting in the 
development of a lot of un- 
needed farm land at a cost of 
$5,000 per acre to produce more 
unneeded surplus crops.

too hard. Possibly we repeated 
our points so many times, and 
inserted so many facts in the 
Congressional Record, that the 
delegations from other states 
began thinking California had 
too much to gain by beating 
the bill. 

But more than likely the 
project passed because of an 
emotion - packed, almost, des¬ 
peration appeal from both sides 
of the aisle during the last 
moments of debate. 

“Let us give these mountain 
states a chance to live,” one 
speaker pleaded. 

This wasn’t the issue at all. 
No Californian ever could vote 
to deprive any section of our 
country of its right to exist. But 
the plea worked. The votes be¬ 
gan to fall in line. 

It might have been a tight 
contest, but when passage 
seemed assured a lot of House 
members switched over to the 
“Aye” side. This is typical 
“election year strategy,” de¬ 
spite its questionable value. 
Some members seem more con¬ 
cerned with maintaining a “fa¬ 
vorable” voting record than 
maintaining their convictions. 

Voting for the bill wetre 136 
Democrats and 120 Republi¬ 
cans. Opposed were 63 Demo¬ 
crats and 73 Republicans.
